Seville's Chicago home would have 
been sold out but for the generous in- 
terposition of A. S Trude, Esq., who 
has shouldered the responsibility until 
Mr.^coville can return to Chicago and 
arrange matters with his creditors. Mr. 
Sooville's friends claim that his pres- 
ence in Washington, and the desperate 
fight he is making for his infamous cli- 
ent, is due solely to his devotion to his 
wile, who believes her brother insane, 
and begged her husband to save him 
from tlie gallows. 
Mr. Scoville is un- 


derstood to share this belief, and to 
fear that -Guiteau's execution will re- 
sult seriously to his wile's mental and 
physical condition. 
He has so far paid

it, Mr. Sooville's devotion to his wife, 
and the disagreeable task he has under- 
taken out of love tor her, should win 
for him the sympathy instead of the 
contempt of the public.

of sight the enormity of Guiteau's crime, 
and some of the methods Mr. Scoville 
has adopted to prevent the penalty, his 
motives should not be attacked or criti- 
cised. 
Mr. Scoville, having undertaken 


to defend Guiteau, is bound by all the 
traditions and rules ot his profession to 
do his host. 
His devotion to his wife 


i.s another motive. 
Both of these may 


entitle him to public respect without 
giving his client, through him, one iota 
of sympathy.— futtr-Occan.

Both Randall and 
Carlisle, who were the originators of 
the 3 per cent, funding bill that was 
vetoed, intend to introduce new bills, 
and Carlisle's will contain a clause re- 
quiring national banks to deposit the 3 
per cent, bonds as security for their 
circulation.

Sherman's bill is loosely drawn, and 
that it is a fraud, and as it gives the 
holder of bonds the option to hold them 
or fund them at a lower rate of inter- 
est, the Democrats are determined to
